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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/21/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive, as they are identical to the arguments filed on 1 1/14/06. 
An updated response follows: 
Page 6: 

The applicant argues that Wood does not disclose an apparatus comprising 
"feedback means for feeding back said degree of exposure of the content and statistical 
data calculated from contents of the customer database." Specifically the applicant 
refers to a section from Wood (paragraph 53, lines 4-6), providing a definition of the 
"fuzzy logic" used by Wood. The section cited by the applicant is not the definition, but 
merely an example of the functionality of Wood. The following sentence starts with "In 
addition, the "fuzzy" match..." disclosing another example of the fuzzy logic. In that 
example the system will use the fuzzy logic to automatically record movies with "Tim 
Allen" if you consistently record a program starring "Tim Allen." 

The degree of exposure is equivalent to the system disclosed by Wood observing 
that a "user consistently records a particular television program." The statistical data is 
the system determining that the user prefers Tim Allan from the data that the user 
consistently records a television program starring Tim Allen. The feedback means is 
met by' the system deciding to automatically recording a movie starring Tim Allen based 
on the user consistently recording a television program starting Tim Allen. 

The rejection stands.
